In a “balance sheet” report on

'cast of civilian supplies for 1944: 
| “While supplies of some foods 
will be less than would be needed 
'with unrestricted demand, other 
foods will be available in ample 
‘supply so that every one can have 
(enough good and nutritious food 
to satisfy his needs.” 
| As to supplies beyond military 
‘and civilian requirements, the re- 
port said: 

“Foods available in the United 

States for export constitute only 
'a small proportion of the food re- 
| quirements of the United Nations 
‘and of liberated areas. This is 
'true even of important kinds that 
'we normally produce in excess of 
our own supplies. 
“In considering the responsi- 
| bility of the United States in help- 
‘ing to meet food requirements of 
‘the United Nations, it should be 
‘kept in mind that the United 
States is not the food basket of 
the world.” 

Of the total exportable supplies 
of food available from all the 
United Nations, Jones said, this 
‘country has only 7 per cent of the 
wheat, grain and flour; one-fourth 
of the fats and edible oils; a third 
of the meat, fish and rice, and 
somewhat larger proportions of 
canned fish, dried fruits, and of 
beans and peas. 

“As the food demands of reoc- 
cupied territories increase,” the

AN EIGHTH AAF BOMBER 
STATION, England.—Delayed)— 
All the drama and excitement con- 
nected with Eighth Air Force 
bombing attacks on vital indus- 
trial and military targets in Nazi 
Europe is not experienced only by 
the men who fly the Fortresses 
over Germany and German-occu- 
pied countries. 

Ground men fn the AAF also 
have action filled and vital duties 
that contribute to the success of 
missions. One of the key such 
assignments at this heavy bom- 
bardment base is held by Staff 
Sergeant Robert F,.. Weldon, 25, of 
Forest Park, Ga., who is stationed 
“on watch” in the field’s control 
tower. 

Sergeant Weldon is on duty 
when the Flying Fortresses are 
taking off for an assault on Hit- 
lerland, and when they come back 
to land, after their bombloads 
have been dropped. He assists the 
flying control officer in routing 
air traffic in and out of the base. 
It is a difficult job when large 
numbers of big bombers must be 
dispatched or brought back safely 
and speedily.

Charles S. Motz 
Wins Air Medal 


Lieutenant Charles Stribling 


Motz, of 1140 West Paces Ferry 
road, a former employe of the 
Trust Company of Georgia, has 
recently received the Air Medal 
from Admiral W. F. Halsey for 
“meritorious achievement” during 
a raid over Jap-held Rabaul on 
November 5, his wife, Mrs. Nancy 
Calhoun Motz, has been notified. 


The citation accOmpanying the 
award said Lieutenant Motz led a 
fighter plane division into terrifi- 
cally heavy antiaircraft fire as he 
protected attacking torpedo planes. 


His daring leadership was cred- 
ited by Admiral Halsey for a large 
measure of the success of the raid, 
both for the attack on the target 
and for protecting the group. 


With utter disregard for his own 
personal safety, the naval officer 
was intent only on getting the 
group under his protection to the 
target and away safely, the cita- 
tion said, 

To accomplish this aim, he led 
the attack on enemy fighter 
planes, shooting down one and 
damaging a second, 

Lieutenant Ilotz bagged the Jap 
plane despite the fact his own 
craft was badly damaged by anti- 
aircraft fire, the citation said, 

His conduct was characterized 
by Admiral Halsey as being in 
highest keeping with Navy tradi- 
tion. 

A graduate of the University of 
Georgia, Lieutenant Motz received 
his wings at Pensacola, Fla., in 
1941. Following 18 months as an 
instructor at Miami, he was sent 
overseas, where he has been sta- 
tioned in the Pacific theater of 
operations for the past year.

It’s about the maca- | 
roni family we'll hear today, since | 
spaghetti, macaroni and noodles 
can be used in an almost unlim- 
ited number of dishes which are 
so popular the family never 
guesses you're “extending” a ra- 
tioned food.

One 
woman wrote that an old friend 
she met on the street didn’t rec- 
ognize her because she had put 
on so much weight “and that did 
it!”

Romance 
is a great incentive. More than 
one young woman gets her weight 
down to normal because she has 
fallen in love and is determined 
to get her man. They. practically 
always do. 

So make up your mind and get 
a good, strong reason for reduc- 
ing, and nothing can stop you. But 
toss any notions of a faddy diet 
to the spring breeze and plan 
your low calorie diet around the 
essential protective foods. This 
will not only help you to keep 
your appetite in check but keep 
you from feeling weak 
you will be well fed.

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 19.—For many 
years now, many of the best minds of Savannah 
have been devoted to research and to combing 
Old books, diaries and ledgers.

The first couple 
suited the admiral’s taste so well that he was forced to accept an- 
other couple and so on. The famous man ended his night ‘non 
compos mentis,’ or ‘flat on the deck.’” 

A little research on my own part, such as talking with some of 
the old school, reveals the fact that Chatham artillery punch is 
said to have come down through the centuries from Mt. Olympus. 
It was the drink called nectar which the gods on Olympus sipped 
and which mortals never knew. How the Chatham county artil- 
lerymen got it in 1812 I don’t know. It is popularly reported that 
one of the gods, who could, it will be remembered, visit on earth, 
fell in love with an Irish girl and she got from him the recipe and 
it passed on down through the ages until it was brought to Sa- 
vannah in 1812 by an Irishman. It was entrusted to a few per- 
sons here and those who possessed it died with the secret, 

I have never tasted the punch but I seem to recall hearing 
about it from Judge Arthur Powell in Atlanta. I listened with 
awe to his report on the punch and its potency. 

It is quite a surprising drink. The city knows a hundred amaz- 
ing stories about things that have happened at parties in the old 
days when the punch was served. 


THE RECIPE The News quite properly says, in printing the 
recipe, that it is published merely as a news 


item with no hope that in these days of dire shortages the recipe 
could be used. It seemed to me there was a note of hope, faint 
but distinct, in the story. The reporter hoped it might be pos- 
sible. It was published as follows: 

“Chatham county artillery punch, recipe for 12 gallons: 

“One pound of green tea in two gallons cold water, allowed to 
stand overnight, then strained. 

“Three gallons catawba wine. 

“One gallon rum. 

“One gallon brandy. 

“One gallon rye whisky. 

“Five pounds brown sugar. 

“Two quarts. cherries. 

“Juice of three dozen oranges. 

“Juice of three dozen lemons. 

“One gallon gin added after fruit juice to make it smooth. 

“Mix the tea and juices together first, preferably in a cedar 
tub, then the sugar and the liquors. Let this stock set for a week 
or two, covered. When ready to serve add ice and 12 quarts of 
champagne. The stock and the finished punch should both be 
stirred well.” 

So endeth the recipe, discovered after being lost for all these 
years. It is said to slide down the throat smoothly and innocently, 
the taste being mild yet delicious and appealing. No wonder the 
admiral was flattened, or planked out, as the Navy says. The 
drink reacts like a salvo of 12-inch guns. 

Those interested might clip the recipe for posterity and the 
postwar period. Right now it would be easier to get a cedar tub 
than the ingredients.

There are published today, in Belgium as in 
other German-occupied countries, secret newspa- 
pers, circulated among the patriots despite all the 

, German troops of occupation can do to prevent. 

Editors of these secret journals are able to secure many details 
of events which take place even behind the locked gates of German 
prisons or concentration camps. Letters are smuggled out, reports 
are whispered from one Belgian to another. And, by piecing to- 
gether the scraps of information, ofttimes a complete picture of 
some event is provided. 

There is good example of this underground reporting in the 
story, published in one of these secret Belgian papers, “Le Coq 
Victorieux,” in its October-November, 1943, issue. It describes the 
last days of the Abbe Desirant, a young Belgian curate who was 


executed by the Germans earlier that year. 
Here is that report, as provided by the 


DEATH OF A HERO . | 
Belgian Information Center at New York: 


“The young curate (hardly 33 years old) was betrayed by a com- 
patriot who had been captured in one of the surprise roundups by 
the German police. This fellow, hoping to save his own skin, not 
only gave away the benefactor who had so many times sheltered 
him, but worse still, charged the priest with all sorts of imaginary 
crimes. 

“The Abbe Desirant was arrested at once and submitted to end- 
less questioning. Since he refused to confess to the serious charges, 
he was beaten until he had to be carried off to his cell; he could 
no longer stand up. For three months his torturers hounded him. 
The body of the heroic priest was covered with bruises and, being 
in poor health, he suffered the more from the rigors and privations 
of prison life. But if sometimes his body gave way, his spirit never 
did. Nothing was more moving than the magnificent attitude of 
this young priest who always had a smile and a word of comfort 
for his cellmates in spite of his own torment. 

“The police who tried to wring a confession from him found they 
had their work cut out for them. His defense during the pre- 
liminary investigation and before the military tribunal was a model 
of finesse and intelligence. 

“Toward this Belgian patriot who defied their police the German 
judges showed no mercy. Grounds~for the death sentence: ‘Re- 
fused to report the illegal possession of explosives.’ 

“In his last letter the Abbe wrote: ‘I am not especially anxious 
for you to wear mourning. I go to my death singing. Why should 
you be sad? ... Soon I shall pour out my blood for God, for that 
is the real reason for my death. Be proud and happy that your 
son was judged worthy of such a summons and that he answered 
by ‘Present.’ God will not abandon you in this trial. May it serve 
for the salvation of your souls and the redemption of Belgium.’ ”

that young curate in instances where 


those near and dear to us die in the cause of decency and freedom, 
fighting the forces of international gangsterism?

Conservative Course 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—Now that the 

Russians have things pretty much their own 

way on the eastern front, there is a growing 

~ feeling in congressional circles that we should 

not rush precipitately into the invasion of Europe, but should 

delay the action until the Allied air force is given a greater oppor- 
tunity to batter German fortifications down. 


Senator Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, is one of the leading 
exponents of this idea. Along with many of his colleagues in the 


| upper chamber, he feels that the time is past when any emergency 


factor should determine our plans for opening the second front. 


A year ago, he points out, the situation was quite different. 
Then there was still a grave danger of the Germans knocking the 
Russians out of the war before British and American forces could 
be organized to take the strain off the Red army by striking counter- 
blows against the Nazis in western Europe. 


Today, he reminds, the situation is just the reverse. After 
turning on their aggressors at Stalingrad, the Red army has been 
steadily on the march. If anything, there is danger, it seems, of 
the Russians knocking the Germans out before we have an oppor- 
tunity to bring our full forces into play.

At the present rate of Russian progress it may well be that 
the Germans will be entirely out of Russia by the end of the 
coming summer campaign, with the Red army hammering at the 
borders of the Reich before fall. 


All of this, as Senator Russell sees it, is cause enough for us 
to proceed more cautiously with our second-front plans. There 
can no longer be any doubt about the Allies catching up with the 
Germans in arms and trained military forces. We have finally 
gained the supremacy which more than two years of intensive 
preparation was designed to create. 

We have got the Nazis cornered at last, and it is just a matter 
of choosing the most propitious time for delivering the final blow. 
From two sides we are converging on them—through Russia and 
through Italy. The second front may open up at least two new 
avenues of attack. 


Senator Russell, a thorough student of the war situation with 
the background of a world inspection tour of Allied battlefronts 
behind him, takes the apparently sound position that we can greatly 
reduce our casualties by delaying the invasion until Germany is 
considerably more weakened by air blows and our preparations 
have reached a closer point of perfection. Even if the delay 
results in the saving of only a small percentage of the casual- 
ties we otherwise would suffer, it is still very much worth while, 
he declares. 


MARSHALL AGREES There are reasons to believe General 
Marshall, able Army chief of staff, 


feels the same way about it as the Georgia senator. Prime Min- 
ister Churchill is said to be of a like frame of mind. 


| All speculation on the timing for the second front has been 
| ruled out by the Office of Censorship, but if the invasion does not 
materialize as early as some people would have it, these may be 
considerations in its delay. 


In urging that we bide our time for opening up the second 
front, Senator Russell is on solid ground in making the reminder 
that there is now no method of escape open to the Germans. 


“We now have them cornered,” he points out. “We are 
closing in on them from all sides. There is no place for them 
to go. The longer we delay our main attack, the stronger will be 
our position, and the weaker they will be to resist. It all adds 
up to lower casualty lists for our invading forces. This certainly 
should be our objective, so long as there is no danger of the 
Germans recovering from the blows they already have received.” 


By holding off for a few months longer, he believes, we would 
give our daily growing air forces a real opportunity to demonstrate 
the effectiveness of air power in crushing a powerful enemy. It 
appears that we are just now reaching the stage where air power 
is able to strike with its true potential.

With the greatly increased air power we now are able to 
bring into action, we should see, by the end of summer, Germany's 
capacity for making the munitions of war tremendously curtailed, 
if not destroyed altogether. When that time comes, the invasion 
of Europe should be a pushover. 


Since there is little or no danger that the Germans will be 
able to recoup their losses, Senator Russell thinks we should hold 
off the final thrust until we are assured of beating them down 
with minimum costs. From the layman's point of view, his idea 
seems entirely sound.

The 
FSA has not lost sight of its orig- 
inal purpose, to rehabilitate a 
man, to put him back on his feet 
and give him a start and get him 
in shape where he can own a farm 
of his own if he wants it. But it 
has quit scattering its bounty with 
lavish hand where it knows the 
chances of getting its monéy back 
are only 1 in 100. The FSA loans 
now to "worthy” farmers, on a 
sound business basis, and into the 
eve of the FSA supervisor has 
come some of the wary gleam that 
once shone only in the eyes of a 
country banker.

You know Lieutenant Rudolf C. 


Von Ripper, the soldier-artist 
about whom we were writing yes- 
terday. Well, we'll finish him up 
today. 

Von Ripper is a soldier of for- 
tune, in a way, yet he doesn’t look 
or act like one. He is intelligent, 
and his approach is simple rather 
than adventurous. He is 39, but 
seems younger. 

He is medium tali, slightly 
stooped, and one eye has a cast 
that makes it appear to be looking 
beyond you. His face is long and 
thin, and his teeth are prominent. 
His knowledge of the English lan- 
guage is profound and his gram- 
mar perfect, but he still pro- 
nounces his words with a hissing 
imperfection. He swears lustily in 
English. 

Von Ripper is as much at home 
discussing philosophy or political 
idealism as he is in describing the 
best way to take cover from a ma- 
chinegun. 

He is meticulous in his personal 
appearance, yet doesn’t seem to 
care whether he sleeps between 
satin sheets or in the freezing 
mud of the battlefield. 
ARTIST-SOLDIER 

It is hard to reconcile the artist 
with the soldier in Von Ripper, 
yet he is obviously professional at 
both. It may be that being a fine 
soldier makes him a better artist.

His long experience at warfare 
has made him as cunning as a fox. 
You can’t conceive of his being 
rattled in a tight spot, and he 
seems to have been born without 
the normal sense of fear that in- 
habits most of mankind.

High offi- 
cers ask his advice in planning 
attack.

In fect, he became s0 
notorious as an audacious patrol 
leader that his division finally for- 
bade his going on patrol unless 
by specific permission. 

One night Von Ripper was re- 
turning from patrol and was stop- 
ped by an itchy-fingered sentry 
who called, “Who’s there?” The 
answer came back in a heavily 
German accent, 
Ripper.” He was wearing a lieu- 
tenant’s bars, but his dog. tag 
showed him to be a sergeant. It 
took an hour to get it straightened 
out. 

Some sentries would have shot 
first and then investigated. 


PAINTING THE WAR 


Out of this background as a 
proven fighting man, Von Ripper 
is painting the war. He has pro- 
duced more than a hundred pic- 
tures already. His work goes to 
the War Department in Washing- 
ton, but he hopes an arrangement 
might be made whereby a book 
of his wer drawings could be pub- 
lished. 

I believe that Von Ripper, like 
most of us over here, has 
become more interested in the per- 
sonal, human side of war than in 
the abstract ideals for which wars 
are fought. 

He says that in his paintings he 
is trying to take the applesauce 
out of war, trying to eliminate the 
heroics with which war is too oft- 
en presented.
